THE IRON TRADE IN THE CLEVELAND DISTRICT. 

Siz,—I have read the letter of “ Clev.” in your last week’s Journal. 
and shall briefly reply to his remarks, so far as they respect myself. For 
his information, I beg to say that I am neither a coke manufacturer nor 
yet a shareholder in any works of this description, but one pretty exten- 
sively rae in the iron trade, who has already experienced the neees- 
sity of coke, especially for foundry purposes. If * Clev.” resides 
for a greater portion of the year “near Middlesbro,” he must be fully 
aware, with myself, of the superiority of the Brancepeth coke, and to his 
question, “* Wherefore or in what respect is it superior?” I reply, because 
tis free from sulphur, the presence of which, even in a small quantity, 
is so injurious to the manufacture of iron. 

If “ Clev.”. will take the trouble to refer to a very able pamphlet, pub- 
lished under the authority of ‘Government, entitled, “The Lron Ores of 
the North and North Midland Counties,” he will find many of my re- 
marks a3 to coke and ore fully borne out. At page 23, the following :— 
“The quantity of hematite ore sent from Whitehaven by sea and by rail- 
way amounted, in the year ending March, 25, to 192,312 tons, besides 
what was smalted in the three furnaces of the [ron Company at Chaetor.” 
What does a “Practical Man” say? “The stone is silicious, no clay 
bands of any importance have hitherto been met with ; consequently, it 
is very refractory in the furnace, even when mixed with Cumberland ore.” 

Let the inference from these two facts speak for itself, as the best an- 
swer that can be given to your correspondent on the subject of ore. I 
should not have troubled you with any remarks, had it not been for the 
original letter of ‘* Alequis”—query, Aliquis, for there is no such word 
as the former in Latin, that I am acquainted with. I wish all success to 
the further development of the Cleveland district.

GOLD AND SILVER AMALGAMATION, 

Sin,—Heat is sometimes an important element in effecting the process 
of mercurial amalgamation, which by the cold process is, at times, not 
only unsatisfactory, but extremely tedious ; to prove which we have only 
to take a piece of gold, and to throw it into a vessel containing mercury ; 
and then note the extreme length of time it will take to dissolve the gold, 
compared with that in which it will disappear if the mercury be heated— 
212 deg. Fahr. 
jut there other and important reasons for effecting mercurial amalga- 
mation in general by a hot process, if we take a small phial, and pour 
into it afew drops of metallic mercury, then cork up the phial, and shake 
it violently, we shall find that the mercury gradually becomes oxidated 
by its contact with the air within the phial, and may, even under this 
method of trituration, be eventually and wholly converted into a black 
powder, which is the black oxide of mercury, or Ethiop’s mineral. 

_ The presence of water does not always prevent this, and may possibly 
aid in some cases in supplying the requisite amount of oxygen (for a dif- 
ference in the quantity of the water employed will occasionally affect the 
result), but bring this black oxide into contact for a time with boiling 
water alone, and it is reduced, or again rendered iato metallic or running 
mercury. It does not seem unreasonable to suppose that a knowledge of 
the above simple facts may go far to account for some of the remarkable 
and even ludicrous failures that have been known to take place in endea- 
vouring to effect the process of mercurial amalgamation, 

In a former Number of your Journal it is recorded that the directors of 

the Red Dragon Mine having met for the purpose of a grand experiment 
at their mine in Wales; and having retired to dine, towards the Jatter 
stages of the process, which was that of mercurial amalgamation (and had 
been carried on, it seems, for several hours, with as much as 8 ewts. of 
mercury), were, upon their return, proceeding to take the amalgam, when 
they found, to their amazement, that there was nothing to take, and that 
the whole of the quicksilver had vanished, from some cause or other which 
has never been explained. 
_ In the machinery employed at Pimlico there is the power of work- 
ing at pleasure either by hot or cold process, the mercury being main- 
tained, when desirable, at a high temperature, by aid of the waste steam 
froma the steam-engine, without any additional cost for fuel, and without 
even the remotest danger, therefore, of over-heating it, and so causing it 
tu be sublimed.— Ranelagh-rd., Pimlico, Jan. 30.

Stx,—Recurring to previous communications on the subject of a pro-

In these, to me, it may well be supposed, annoying cir- 
cumstances, I must, I believe, endeavour to content myself with stating 
the case, so far, as it really is, for the information of parties interested in 
mining property, who may be looking for my further promised announce- 
ment. And in justice to others who are preparing portions of their ores 
to be sent to me for reduction, upon the inducement of my report on their 
value per assay of the sample, I must acknowledge myself bound to treat 
their consignments in the order of their arrival, ducing a continuance of 
the interdict to finish my experiments with the ores already in hand. 
This interdict, in my present position before the mining world, I cannot 
but feel to be in some, perhaps nojsmall measure, damaging to my inter- 
ests; but I am assured the circumstances which call for it are peculiar, 
and very stringent, while they do not, as I have said, in any direct man- 
ner, concern myself or my discovery. 

In this, therefore, as I must suppose needful exercise of patience, it is 
consolatory to find that successive trials upon samples of various ores only 
confirm more fully the truth and efficacy of my system, as proved in every 
case by the smelter’s assay upon the metallic deposits which I obtain.

VICTORIA TIN ORE, 

Srx,—During the first excitement of the gold diggers, it might naturally 
be expected that the refuse from their washings would be very rich in 
gold, and more especially in such a heavy residue as the black oxide of 
tin. I received, and reduced, some of the tin ore from the Ovens, which 
contained upwards of 4 ozs. of find gold per ton. But the gold washers, 
and the gold operations of the colony have materially changed since then. 
The tia ore now sold by the washers seldom contain 2 ozs. of gold per ton, 
and that is easily extracted in the colony. The Port Phillip Company 
can veduee all the tin ore in the colony, both at Melbourne and at the 
Ovens, i.¢., extract all the gold, and deliver the tin in ingots. Mr. Bursill 
will, therefore, oboerve, that there are_no difficulties connected with the 
seduction of the tin ore of Victoria. We have frequently bought black 


ferruginous stuff in South America containin 200 ozs. of gold aad 250 ozs, 
of silver per ton, which we reduced by sme Bog and cupellatica.

like view to mining speculation, it seems hardly creditable that this district, possess- 
ing as it does every feature which has indicated mineral in other districts, should be 
so entirely neglected.

this erroneous conclusion, and am = 1 Ey ery that the mineral wealth of the St. 
Columb district, if fairly tried, would be found equa! to that of any other in Corn- 
wall. Any one acquainted with mining, in passing through the district from Truro 
to Padstow or Wadebridge, can scarcely fait to observe the beautiful and highly- 
mineralised channels of ground which so frequently present themselves to view. At 
some places a beautiful granite is observed; at others an equally promising killas, 
traversed with numbers of well-defined lodes, with elvans and cross-courses, and 
every other usual accompaniment to a rich mineral deposit. 

In almost every instance, where the slightest attempt to open a mine has been made, 
the result has been to show that mineral does actually exist; and by way of showing 
the truth of this assertion, I need only refer to several mines in the neighbourhood 
which were worked some years ago, from two or three of which, known by the re- 
spective names of Hugo, Wheal Barton, and Chyprase, thousands of tons of copper 
and tin ores were raised and sold, as well as a quantity of cobalt. I may also observe 
that neither of these mines, 1am informed, were worked deeper than 40 fms. from 
surface, From my own observations of the locality, [am persuaded that the St.

What was the origin, or first moving cane, of setting baeks and bottoms of levels 
on tutwork? I think I can teil you; but first let us take a glance at the managers of 
mines. Some of them comé from a coa! store; others have just left the shop-counter; 
others have been coaldealers; and last, but net least, we have sailors managing minea, 
who know just as much about the value of a lode undergroun/l or at surface as the 
lode knows about them. How is it possible that men of thi« description can be capabie 
of managing mines, either lead, tin, or copper, as they ought? If they must be con- 
nected with the mines, let such men be pay-clerka, if you please, but not managers, 
I would ask where these self-constituted miners ever made ‘a discovery in a new 
piece of ground, and brought it to be a peying mine? 

Perhaps, Sir, I may be asked, Do you know where the managementi« good? I 
would direct attention to the Old Wheal Friendship, where everyone in the manage- 
ment isa really practical man. Such men only wil! suit the Messrs, Taylor at home 
orabroad. If one should get in as agent through interest, he will soon find his way 
out again. Who would have thought, ten years ago, that a mine agent would have 
set a pitch to a pare of men, to work as directed by him, and, after taking their pitch 
and catting a bunch of ore, be all at once stopped; and, if continuing to walks be 
toid that it is their last take, and that they must make up their minds to leave for 
America or Australia, or somewhere else?

Is it nct 
inimical to legitimate mining to write such flattering reports? All that is wanted for 
Cornish mining in general is a plain unvarnished exposition of things as they are. 
For Wheal Busy no puffing is wanted, no exaggeration needed—the chief require- 
ments being prudence and economy in the under; nd and surface management, 
caution and disint d in the selection of the agents, securing those, if pos- 
sible, who know the mires, the nature of the lodes, and the genera! character of the 
anited setts. Such we believe was duly attended to in the opening up of Great Wheal 
Vor, and such should be the case in every similar undertaking. Keeping these par- 
ticulars in view, we shall be able to dispense with the consultations of the Mining 
Exchange, and the interference of jobhing brokers. 

My opinion is that Wheal Busy will be a good mine, if well managed; and I may 
congratulate Capt. Pascoe on being at the head of such an establishment, where he 
will have ample for the ise of his scientific abilities, and notwithstanding 
his responsibilities are weighty, I hope he will furnish the mining world with an- 
other proof that he is the ‘‘ right man in the right place,” having, as I believe he has, 
the confidence of the shareholders in general.

The Cuateman replied it did not; Capt. Patten had been directed to go over to Mar- 
mato and make an inspection of the two mines they had added to the Marmato, and 
that gentleman was of opinion that when once opened they might expect to raise 
from 15,000 to 16,000 tons of ore per annum. He would now allude tothe Purima 
Mines; the cost for Aug. was $1993 3 30; returns, 86050; profit, $1056 450; Sept.

the expense of putting up new mills, although they could not obtain the increased 
returns until they were in full operation. Mr. Johnson, in his advices to the 8th of 
Aug., says—‘‘ To account for the continued loss on the operations, it must be borne 
in mind that I am obliged, from the failure of all the milis purchased with the mine, 
to keep up the same expenses for repairs as I should have to do were I erecting new 
mills, hen all our mills are repaired, and our proposed new one erected, we shall 
have seven pase mills, which may be kept going at our present cost, or perhaps iess ; 
but we shall have also the produce of seven mills, instead of four as in the month of 
June. It, therefore, requires no argument to prove that instead of a lossthere would 
be a very fair profit. For the present month of Aug. we shall, I have little doubt, raise 
20 los. of gold, with but 4 mills all the month, and onlyone part of it, but our ex 
will be heavy, nent on repairs of mills 5 and 6, and bringing in axle for our7 mill. 
All this will bring its own remedy in eight or nine months time, and as the mine is 
at present I see no reason for anticipating a gloomy future. On the contrary, if we 
can now meet our heavy expenses with but little loss, or make returns equal to outlay 
with bat one-half of the force and appliances we shall have in a few months time, | 
think I can almost venture to predict that 1857 will bea profitable year throughout.” 
By the advices dated Nov. 18 the board were informed that at the western streams a 
large earth slide had taken piace, which stopped the working underground, and would 
have a serious effect on the returns, as they had to lay bare the upper part of the 
mine, but in doing so they had found a fine lode of mineral. In all mining operations 
they were liable to so many accidents that proprietors ought not to be alarmed at the 
reports that appeared occasionally, showing a great alteration in the profits. He (the 
Chairman) had nothing more to state than to declare a dividend, they would have a 
balance in hand of 5100/. in February, and the number of shares was 103,815. In re- 
pry the payment of half-yearly dividends he should not have proposed it if he did 
not think they would go on with them. (Cheers.) When they met in July another 
dividend would be declared. He would conclude by proposing that a dividend of ls. 
per share be declared, payable on Feb. 25 next. 

The CuarrMan said at the last meeting, in October, it was agreed that the consider- 
ation of the remuneration of the directors should be postponed until the meeting in 
January. The deed requires them to be paid, but the amount is to be decided by the 
shareholders, The sum proposed is 590/, a year from the commencement of the com- 
pany, and it has been well earned by the directors of the Mariquita and New Granada 
Company. (Hear.) 

Mr, New believed every shareholder was willing to do justice to the directors, but 
if they called upon them for payment from the commencement of the company the 
shareholders had a right to remuneration for their capital. They had lost three years’ 
dividends through the unfortunate purchase of the Purima Mines, as by that trans- 
action their dividend had gone to capital. He did not say that the directors did not 
do their best, as their position forbid him to think otherwise. He (Mr, New) would 
propose as an amendment that the directors receive their remuneration upon the con- 
dition that the shareholders have the sum invested as capital returned to them in the 
shape of dividends, 

The Cuaraman eaid he omitted to mention that, in the event of the motion being 
carried, they did not intend to interfere with the finances of the company, as they 
would take the amount in shares. 

Mr. RicHarpson said he would not oppose the motion, unless it was retrospective. 
If prospective, he for one would agree to it. 

The Cuatrman said the resolution proposed was, that the payment should take place 
from the commencement of the company. 

Mr. Spencer Herararn said they were all aware that the question must come be- 
fore them sooner or later. He strongly objected to the directors being paid in shares, 
which would be highly injurious to the interest of the shareholders, as by increasing 
the number it would reduce the value of their property. (Hear.) He would suggest 
that the directors should take a cash payment at once of 500/,, and the balance by 
half-yearly instalments. The Purima had arrived at the turning point, and he must 
remind them that at one time the Santa Ana, from which they were now obtaining 
such excellent results, was actually in a worse position than the Purima. If the 
, Purima yields fair returns for the outlay, they might consider it in the shape of ca- 
pital. In effect, they had got the Purima for nothing, as they had not subscribed one 
farthing except in the shape of dividend; the shareholders might, therefore, consider 
that they the Purima in return for the dividends. 

Mr. Ricuarpson said, he had been informed, on good authority, that, from the 
nature of the strata, Purima would be poor in depth. 

The Cuaraman said, the directors would not have brought forward the proposition 
if they did not consider themselves fully entitled to the amount. The shareholders 
must look at both sides of the question. In the first place, it was stated that the 
Parima had been an unfortunate purchase, and they had suffered enough from that. 
In the next place, let them look at St. Ana; they would, no doubt, recollect the re- 
commendation of the committee two years ago, not only to abandon that mine, but 
that measures should be taken to obtain restitution of the money paid to the pro- 
moters. Was there nothing due to the directors for their perseverance in saving that 
property? This mine was now paying the third dividend, and yet the directors were 
not to be paid. He knew many mines that paid no dividends, and yet the share- 
holders voted sums regularly for the services of the directors, 

Mr. Hxrararn hoped there would be no difference of opinion. He represented 
16,000 shares, and had a strong objection to increasing the capital, he would ratber 
forego a dividend than pay the directors in shares. (Hear. 

The CuarkMan, in answer to a question, said that the company had been in exist- 
ence since 1852. He then submitted the resolution, *‘ That the dircctors receive 50v/, 
a of from the commencement of the undertaking.” 

r. Ricnuarpson asked Mr. New if he would propose an amendment? 

Mr. New then proposed an amendment to the effect—*‘ That it is the opinion of

The CHAIRMAN said it now became his duty to move that the report just read be re- 
ceived, adopted, and printed, and a copy sent to each proprietor. In doing so he 
would make a few observations. He, in the first place, must congratulate oh 
rietors on the satisfactory increase of the business of the bank, an increase w i 

had not been sudden or fluctuating, but had steadily progressed day by day until the 
bank had reached its present position. (Cheers.) When they recollected that the bank 
had been in existence only 16 months, and when they found that in that period it had 
done an amount of business equal to the early joint-stock banks, after they had been 
in operation four or five years, they must all feel that the directors were entitled to 
congratulate the meeting on the position which the bank now occupied. (Cheers.) 
More especially it was satisfactory to observe, from the gradual increase of cu 
accounts, that public co#®%dence had never wavered in reference to this concern, not- 
withstanding the failure of the Royal British Bank, an event which might have been 
expected to be most injurious to young banks, (Cheers.) The directors had thought 
fit to point out in their report that the profits of the bunk, as there announced, were 
not commensurate with the increase of business. In the position which they occupied 
as trustees, not only of the property of the shareholders and their own, but also of 
the funds entrusted to the bank by the public, they felt that they should forego all 
temptation to make enormous, hasty, and, perhaps, fluctuating profits, and to pursue 
a course which would tend to place the bank on a firm foundation, and to secure for 
it hereafter one of the highest places in the City of London. (Hear.) Under these 
circumstances, instead of expressing regret at not having made such large profits as 
they might have done, they claimed credit with the proprietors for having done what 
every careful and cautious man would desire to do in a private undertaking. y 
saw a storm in the horizon, and made all taut on board ship that they might be pm 
for every emergency. (Cheers.) If they could have foreseen the undeviating coni- 
dence of the public, if they could have anticipated the assistaace which the share- 
holders would render to them by bringing business to the bank, they might perhaps 
have ventured further in the realisation of profits; but looking to all that had oc- 
curred, more especially to the uneasiness which prevailed, they would not have been 
justified, as honest men, in acting otherwise than they had done. In order to be pre- 
pared for anything which might arise, they had kept within reach funds which they 
might have profitab!y employed ; in one instance they had even made a sacrifice, but 
they felt that in so doing it was for the sake of the future, and in order that the bank 
might acquire for itself a place among the first undertakings of a similar kind in the 
City of London. (Cheers.) It would be recollected that at the last meeting he, as the 
mouthpiece of the directors, said that, in order that the audit might be a satisfactory 
one, the board wished the auditors to be appointed by the proprietors without any in- 
terference of the directors, Three independent shareholders were accordingly se- 
lected as auditors by the meeting, and he was bound, in justice to them, to say that 
on the failure of the Royal British Bank, those gentlemen instantly came to the bank 
and made a most minute, careful, and strict investigation into its affairs, and placed 
themselves in such a position that if anything wrong had occurred they could at once 
have reported it to the proprietors. (Hear.) The services of the auditors were rendered 
gratuitously, the directors affording them all the assistance in their power, and no- 
thing could have been more satisfactory to himself, individually, and he believed to 
every one of his colleagues, than the circumstances of auditors coming forward tore- 
lieve them from the awful responsibility which at that time rested upon the boards 
of every joint-stock bank in the metropolis. (Hear.) The meeting was aware thatthe 
charter contemplated the holding of only one meeting inthe year, But although they 
might simply have declared a dividend as is done in the Union Bank, the directors 
thought that under the circuinstances to which he had adverted, it would conduce to 
mutual confidence and satistaction to afford the proprietors an opportunity of making 
enquiries on any subject upon which they might desire information, In conclusion, 
he had only to say that the board were ready to answer any question which any pro- 
prietor might think proper to put. yoyo , 

Mr. KrvG said the statement made by the board must be very satisfactory. Being 
an unfortunate shareholder of the Koyal British Bank—they all knew the adage, “* the 
burnt child dreads the fire” —he wished to be informed whether the statement which 
had just been submitted by the directors was their own statement, or whether they 
had taken it from their officers? 

The CuarrMan assured the meeting that the whole of the accounts had undergone 
a thorough sifting by the directors. (Hear.) The board appointed a ttee out of 
their body to investigate the whole matter, that committee reported to the board, and 
he believed every of the boarc, with the exception of one, who was ill, was 
present when the report was made and considered. 

Mr. Kno wished to know whether advances were made to the directors and other 
officers of the bank, and if they were, whether any director was allowed to give an 
opinion in reference to advances to himself? . 

The Cuateman said he was extremely glad the question had been put. After all 
that had occurred, it was highly important there should be no mistake as to the man- 
ner in which the board conducted its affuirs. In reference to advances to directors, 
there was greater caution, greater scrutiny, than in reference to advances to an 
ordinary customer of the bank, (Hear.) There was a committee of the board by whom 
every application for an advance was considered and scrutinised, and under the rules 
established, no director who applied for an advance could sit on that committee. 

Mr. Krxo enquired whether the board ever lent money on the shares of the bank, 
or trafficked in them ? 

The CHAtRMAN said it would be contrary to the charter to make any advance on the 
shares. There was no trafficking in them. , 

Mr. Kixe considered the answers to all his question highly satisfactory. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Nicuoison said the item of buildings had been increased. He complained that 
no profit and loss account had presented, the report confining itself to a state- 
ment of assete and liabilities. e 

The Cuarrman reminded the hon. proprietors that a full statement of the position 
of the bank was made only once a year, extending up to the end of the financial year 

—the 20th of June. - 

Mr. Nicirotson would be glad to have an assurance from the Chairman that after 
paying the whole of the current expenses up to the end of December, and deducting 
the rebate of interest on bills not due, there remained 2'4 per cent. for dividend. 

Mr. Ferra (deputy-chairman) said the profits of the bank up to the end of Dec. 
fully justified the declaration of a dividend of 24 per cent.; and the board, after due 
deliberation, were unanimously of that opinion, (Hear.) After paying that dividend 
there would be ample balance to meet every contingency to which the bank was liable. 

Mr. Guwron observed that the proprietorsought to be content with the partivulars 
given, because at the Union Bank they merely declared a dividend, and although the 
directors had very properly came forward, the shareholders must remember that the 
information given was gratuitous. He was perfectly satisfied with the statement 
that had been made. 

Mr. Fircuew said that the Chairman intimated that they had been compelled to 
make 2 sacrifice, in order to retain in hand sufficient funds. He wished to know 
whether there was any outstanding loan, or advance on securities, which might be 
regarded as locked-up capital ? , 

be CuArRMAN replied that all the securities held by the bank were convertible 
within nine months, and most of them within a much shorter period. (Hear.) 

Mr. Kerry wished to know whether all the bills were considered , and whether 
they ever re-discounted bills? : 

The Cuareman said all the bills were considered good, except those of which an 
estimate had been made, and that was for a very small amount, They nover re-dis- 

counted bills. 

Mr. Ros highty approved of the policy of the divectors, and was pleased that the 
dividend was small, because it was of the greatest importance that a large sum should 
be leftas a reserve fund, and if the board had thought proper they might have declared 
a dividend of 7 or 8 cent. He believed that if all the shareholders would rally 
round the directors, the Bank of London would take such a place that it would bese- 
cond to no similar institution of the day. (Cheers.)

Mr. Lamsegr said he had purchased shares at the very highest premium they had 
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reached, and he hoped to hold them to the end of his days. He was not personally 
acquainted with a single member of the board or the offieers, but he had the greatest 
confidence in them from the manner in which the affairsof the bank had been conducted 
up to the present day. (Hear, and cheers.) 

Mr. Feira, in reply to Mr. Fittchew’s remark on the subject of the sacrifice men- 
tioned by the Chairman, stated that in consequence of the stringent measures adopted 
by the Rank of England in the months of Oct. and Nov., the directors made a sale of 
stock, by which the company sustained a loss of 5500/. 

Mr. Jounsox, one of the auditors, said that owing to the failure of the Royal British 
Bank he and his colleagues went to the bank three months agoand made a most care- 
fal investigation, the directors giving them every information they required, and the 
result was highly satisfactory. This scrutiny they repeated last week, when every 
individual security went through their hands, and they not only had the assistance 
of the directors, but the officers of the bank were untiring in their exertions to supply 
every information. (Iear.) He (Mr. Johnson) had been engaged in mercantile pur- 
suits all his life, and he must say that he never saw books more beautifully kept. 

Mr. Porrer, another auditor, fully confirmed the statement of Mr. Johnson. The 
directors exhibized the greatest anxiety that a most searching investigation should he 
made, and he could assure the proprietors that the board had made such precaution 
as would meet every contingency. (Heur.) 

Mr. Russeuc complained that the supposed connection of the bank with the assur- 
ance company Was prejudicial to the interests of the shareholders. 

The Cuataman said the bank had, in fact, no connection with the assurance com- 
pany. They rented a portion of the premises at a handsome rent, and had a very ex- 
celient account at the bank. The assurance comp ny, in the ensuing parliament, in- 
tended to apply for an Act, and it would then be in their powerto alterthename. It 
was true that some of the directors of the bank were directors of the assurance com.

Norru Waear Ropert—Knarman v, Prvor,—We reported, some time 
since, the trial of this cause at Exeter, and a verdict for plaintiff for 67. 
A subsequent application by plaintiff's attorney, Mr. Bragg, to Mr. Baron 
startin tor ak on the quaal that plaintiff pat defendent resided more 
than 20 miles apart, the opposition to such application by Messrs. Han- 
cock and Sharpe, defendant's attorneys, and the order of Mr. Baron Martin 
refusing the plaintiffcosts.

Since these transactions, plaintiff's attorney obtained a rule to rescind the 
order of Mr. Baron Watson, and to entitle plaintiff to the costs. The rule 
came on to be argued on Thursday last, before the full Court of Exchequer, 
and Mr. Lush, counsel for defendant, argued that the undersheriff had nu 
right or power to grant a certificate for costs after the return of the writ, 
and also that plaintiff's attorney, by his application to Mr. Baron Martin, 
had elected, and had no right, after being defeated, to go to the undersheriff, 
and behind the back of the defendant get a certificate for costs, Mr. 
Field argued the case for plaintiff, and the Court discharged the rule with 
coats, making some strong observations on the case, and deciding the 
sheriff had no power to grant a certificate for costs after the return of the 
writ. ‘The plaintiff, by this decision, will haye to pay the defendant's 
costs of the summons before Mr. Baron Martin, as also the costs of the rule, 
far exceeding the amount of his verdict.

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GOVERNMENT SCILOOL OF MINES. 

The principal lecture delivered by Mr. Warington Symth this week was on the sys- 
tem of coal mining by the “ bord and pillar.” The lecturer observed that previously 
he had pointed out to them the various modes of coal mining practised in this country, 
as well as the method pursued on the Continent. In some cases the seams of coal in 


several localities assumed the appearance of a mineral lode, and these were very dif. 
ficult to work, if they were carried on after the usual modes of operating in collieries, 
The method of working was then described as done in Saxony; there the coal mea- 
sures were under sandstone, The flagstones w they saw on the London pave- 
ments were ay ay | obtained from the neighbourhood of Leeds and Shefficld ; these 
were worked by the simple method of post and stall, a level was driven through, and 
a system of pillar working there used; the same sort of pian had been pursued at the 
stone quarries of Maestricht and the catacombs of Paris; this last had provided a 
great deal of the building material for that splendid city. In former times there had 
been a great deal of waste, and a knowledge of the history of the Newcastle collieries 
would be of great service to those who had to open coal mines in India and the colo~ 
nies. There would, no doubt, be great losses there, but probably an acquaintance 
with the past would prevent inuch waste, The method on which they had formerly 
worked bad been a great loss; this was to drive the bords as large as could be done, 
and the pillars as small as possible. The system of driving by headways was then 
described, In former times tbe method of working coal was so extravagant that they » | 
was, at least, a loss of 60 per cent.; this was not only injurious to the proprietoi. 
but could be considered as a national detriment, inasmuch as the waste of fuel in av 
economical point of view had to be regarded. A description of the working of the 
shallow collieries, west of Newcastle, was then given, illustrated by diagrams. The 
complicated form of the passages in many instances tended to imerease the danger 
liable to be incurred by fire-damp; this, however, he would further allude to when 
he came to the subject of ventilation of mines, The plan was afterwards adopted of 
diminishing the bords and increasing the pillars. Mr. Thos, Barnes, in the year 1795, 
had first introduced the plan of putting in the stopping to support the roof, and by 
his method the get of coal had increased to 50 or 6¥ percent. In the removing of tho 
pillars there was great danger, and it required to be done with considerable care and 
cireumspection. A diagram was then shown and described of the method then in- 
troduced, The mode of working in the Perey Main Colliery, in 1810, was then de- 
scribed, and by the method there introduced at least 80 per cent of the coal was gained. 
A great deal of 4 was ionally done by creep. Exposure tothe air, and su- — 
perincumbent weight, would deteriorate the value of the mineral ; they all knew the 
difference in value between small and round coal. Mr. Buddie’s methud of dividing 
collieries in districts or panels was then described. By this mode of working, one 
part of the colliery was isolated from the other, so that if an explosion took place in 
one compartment, it did not necessarily follow that it should occur in others. 
difference between whole and broken ground was then illustrated, in the former of 
which candles could be used, and in the latter where it was peremptorily necessary 
that safety-lamps should be employed, and a strict discipline observed. The lecturer 
concluded by observing that, alihough as far as regarded our metallic mines we are 
somewhat deficient as to works on the subject, yet a vast deal of information had been 
afforded by those connected with collieries. He would merely refer to the Blue Books, 
which showed the information afforded by colliery owners and viewers in the years © 
1835 and 1848, before the two houses of Parliament. 
gentlemen had done good service, the Government Inspectors had diffused much in- 
formation, and the works of Mr. Kenyon Blackwell, Matthias Dunn, and Goo. Green- 
weil, as well as several others, would be of great assistance to the student. 








Grotocy.—Prof. Phillips has commenced a course of ten lectures at the 
Royal Institution, ‘*On Leading Questions in Geology.” He stated that geology is 
eminently a science of observation, depending on the gathering together of a nuipber 
of facts from which the history of the structure of the globe has been written. It is 
immaterial, he said, where observation begins, for whether the object of investigation 
be a grain of sand or a maas of rock, if it were properly pursued it would tend to the 
same result, and ultimately develope the nature of the earth’scrust. In making these 
observations, however, the young geologist would at first be disappointed, for itis not 
on the mere eurface that the nature of the various rocks that form the crust of the globe 
is to be discovered. The soil and the subsoil must be removed before the character 
of the uppermost stratum can be discerned. Having removed that outer coating, facts 
may be disclosed of the highest interest without penetrating far, Thus, for instance, 
in a gravel pit, a few miles to the north of Oxford, of which a large section was ¢x- 
hikited, the history of the world may be traced for many thousands of ycars. After 
digging through a few yards of alluvium, a deposit of bones of the ancient Britons 
was found mingled with utensils and with earthenware of their manufacture, which 
showed that they belonged to a period 2000 yearsago. Under the bones was a bed of 
the same kind of gravel as that now deposited by the Thames, though 30 ft. higher | 
than the bed of that river at present; hence it is inferred that at a time antecedent 
to the death of those Britons the Thames flowed near that spot, and at a consider- 
ably higher level than itis at present. After penetrating this bed of gravel inter- 
mingled with clays, an entirely different class of deposit was found, which abounded 
in the fossil remains of the mammoth, and of extinct species of elephants which lived 
on the earth before man wascreated. Immediately below this deposit was a stratum 


of the rock in which the remains of the gigantic water dizards were found. Thus, @

within the depth of about 16 yards, there were disclosed portions of the earth’s sur- 
face, deposited at far distant epochs, when that part of the globe was inhabited b 
animals altogether unknown, except by their fossit remains, and when it must have 
been covered by the sea. Mr. Phillips described generally the characters of the dif- | 
ferent classes of rocks of which the surface of the globe is composed ; and bringing the 
science of chemistry to bear upon geology, he showed that the various rocks consist 
of a few elementary substances differentiy combined together, and that one-half of 
the whole consists of oxygen—a substance only known in its separate state as a gas. 
The nature of stratification was then explained, and it was shown that the thickest 
beds of rocks with which geologists are acquainted are but thin laminw compared 
to the space they occupy laterally. The contortionsof strata in mountainous districts 
were exemplified by various diagrams, it being evident from the different positions in — 
which the same strata are found that they were originally deposited horizontally, and | 
have been elevated and folded on each other by subsequently operating forces. ‘The 
number of separate depositions that constitute the structure of even the same rock 
can seareely be counted, though geologists have classed all the rocks into four or five 
systems, each sy«tem being divided into separate formations. In making these classi- 
fications the geologist bas been materially assisted by the different characters of em- | 
bedded organic remains. 
garded as divided into the primary, the pala@ozoic, the secondary, and the tertiary; — 


though a celebrated French Geologist separated them into 27 distinct divisions, and | 


maintained that no species of foesil animal is to be found passing from one boundary 
into the other.

to their employers, who will now be able to judge for themselves as to the 
market value of the security sought. We consider it a boon tothe leading 
establishments for mining business. he fraternity did unquestionably 
require a little weeding, and the course adopted wil effectually produce 
this result. Members of the Stock Exchange will necessarily deal only 
with the more respectable portion of mining brokers, which wiil be readi! y 
reciprocated by the brokers themselves, and the occupation of the outer, 
or “alley,” men will cease toexist, There will be an end of those trans.

That mining is a most legitimate class of business few will be found to 
have temerity enough todeny. Itis one of true importance to this country, 
and essential to its commercial grandeur and power. Fora long time past 
we have endeavoured to impress this fact on our readers. We have gone 
into the subject minutely over and over again, and monthly have we fur- 
nished the returns of exports in detail, that the enormous portion of busi- 
ness which mining in this country, with its various ramifications, absorbs 
in the general scale might be patent to all. In our Journal of the 3d inst, 
we mentioned that if the Government Returns during December (which 
are not yet made known) were in proportion to the receding 11 months 
the exports of articles identified with, or the result of, mining, would 
present a sum of no less than 26,000,000/., while the total exports of all 
things from Great Britain would be 115,000,000/., so that mining and its 
results are equivalent to 224 per cent. of the entire export trade of the 
United Kingdom. These figures are not chimerical, but stubborn facts 
not what may be, but what isthe actual position of affairs, while there 
is every ground for believing that the shipments will increase enormously 
even upon these enormous figures, It must be so, indeed, if we are t 
supply the greater portion of the necessary materials for all the railways 
proposed for countries in every part of the world, and proposed, moreover, 
on a scale go vast that many, many years must clapae before those even now 
in contemplation can be completed, while the very fact of establishing rail- 
ways in new countries, as respects such means of transit, necessarily leads 
to their expansion. In addition to these actual and expected exports, we 
have a home consumption of metals of great extent, ad cagmenting pro- 
portionately with the general advance of every branch of trade and com- 
merce. It is true that there are some imports of foreign ores, and which 
amounted in 11 months of 1856 to 142,262 tons, but as there were exports 
ulso of these ores—that is, foreign—amounting to 11,545 tons during the 
same period, it necessarily follows that 10,719 tons is the balance which 
we have to give credit for, and which is not a very considerable amount 
in comparison with the figures already furnished. 

To meet these extraordinary demands there must be an equally extra- 
ordinary increase in mining enterprise, for else it will be impracticable to 
keep up the shipments to the requirements of foreign and colonial states. 
The resolve of the Stock Exchange is, therefore, apropos. It will inspire 
that confidence which will lead promptly, we believe, to the employ ment 
in mining enterprise of capital in large amounts, which has hitherto beea 
altogether withheld, or embarked only in sums incompatible with the 
wants of many districts proved to be rich in mineral, yet dormant, com- 
paratively, from the absence of adequate working funds. The troublesome 
small calls, which existed too frequently under the old system, will le 
substituted by defined amounts by the salutary provisions of the Limited 
Liability Act, so that viewing the beueficial results likely to accrue, it may 
be regarded as the opening of the flood-gates to this branch of industry.

after the number has been so reduced, then every person who is a share 
holder in such company during the time that it so carries on business, 
after such period of six months, shall be severally liable for the payment 
of the ale debts of the company contracted during such time, and may 
be sued for the same, without the joinder in the action or suit of any 
other shareholder.’ 

“« Now, it is alleged with great apparent truth that the practical effect 
of the above clause will be that no capitalist, being a prudent man, will 
have sufficient courage or faith in a joint-stock py | to embark one 
shilling of capital in it, seeing that the effect of a misplaced confidence 
will be to saddle him with the whole debts of the company. Thus, sup- 
pose a shareholder of one share only in a limited liability company goes 
abroad, or, whilst at home, loses sight of the affairs of his company ; that 
they become embarrassed, or are supposed to be so; that the remaining 
shareholders transfer their shares to an insolvent, who has them registered 
in his name in the company’s books; and that for more than six months 
«desperate but unfortunate efforts are made to retrieve the company’s af- 
fairz, Whatthen? Why, the unfortunate shareholder of the one share 
would find himself liable for the payment of the whole debts of the com- 
pany contracted whilst there were less than seven shareholders, But to 
this it is said that the above is a suppositious case, and one that may never 
happen. The answer to which is, true it is that so extreme a case may 
not happen every day ; but the real ground for alarm and danger is not 
so much in the pages | as in the bare possibility of such a state of things 
supervening. As, therefore, the possibility is established, 80 joint-stock 
eompanies as means for the investment of capital, or even of venture, will 
be shunned, and consequently languish and shortly cease to exist as in- 
dustrial institutions. : ¥ 

“ Again, this question is asked, How isa shareholder to know when 
there are less than seven shareholders? Upon it being answered, by con. 
sulting the share list, it is replied, True, but that involves a search at 
least once in every six months by a person competent to search, so that 
all shareholders of even a single share, whether persons abroad, seafaring 
men, foreigners, old ladies, young ladies, minors, idiots, or lunaties, are 
obliged, unless they shut their eyes to impending ruin, to attend at the 
company’s offices, and search and examine the share lists of their company, 
to acquaint themselves with their contents, or, if incompetent, must em- 
ploy legal gentlemen or agents to do it for them, at an expense that the 
most remunerative dividends, on any ordinary amount of shares, would be 
altogether inadequate to discharge. 

“Further, these alarmed capitalists draw attention to the concluding 
words of such 39th section—those which state that not only shall every 
shareholder be severally liable for the whole debts, but ‘may be sued for 
the same without the joinder in the action or suit of any other share- 
holder,’ Now, it is alleged that these words open a door to fraud, It is 
surmised that when creditors become clamorous shares will be secretly 
assigned, until the actual shareholders are less than seven in number; 
that bills of exchange, or fresh securities, will be given under the 43d 
clause within the six months, and for six mcnths, and that when such 
bills, &c., become due, the unfortunate six shareholders, or any one o 
them, will be sued for the same without the joinder in the action or suif 
of any other shareholder.” J - i 

It appears to us that the above objection to the Act is a formidable one; 
for who can doubt but that it is not only impolitic, but even cruel, that a 
limited liability company may at any moment, and without notice to inno- 
cont shareholders, become an unlimited one, and each of the shareholders 
become liable to his last acre and last shilling? In a word, with such 
an enactment limited liability cannot be said to exist. If it be necessary 
to prohibit the continuance of a company having less than seven members, 


so can retire previously to the liability. But the unhappy shareholders 
can learn their liability only with their ruin. This objection, which was 
first stated by Mr. Tarrino in his above-mentioned work, has been dis- 
cussed by several of the leading daily journals, and must have attracted 
the attention of more than one diligent Member of Parliament, who will 
probably feel it their duty to obtain the necessary amendment, if they 
should not, as probably they will be, forestalled by the Government. 





The large sales of copper ore last week at Swansea and Truro offer some 
peculiar features of interest, to which we would call attention. The 
foreign ore sold comprised 1760 tons, fetching 27,493/. 4s, ; and the colo- 
nial (the Springbok, in Little Namaqualand), 274 tons: making a total 
from abroad of 2034 tons of ore, which sold for the sum of 36,854/, 10s. 
The home produce consisted of 5084 tons, and fetched 35,204/. 9s. Gd., 
making a grand total of 7118 tons, realising 72,0597, 19s, 6d. These 
sales compvised ore from the richest known copper fields, including 
the Cobre, Cuba, and Knockmahon, foreign; and the Devon Great Con- 
sols, Pheonix, Buller, West Caradon, and Bedford, home mines of the 
tirst class, ‘The average produce of the foreign importations was 14, and 
the highest class of home mines 7, per cent. [tis hardly necessary here 
to observe that this disparity is less important in its bearing on profits 
than may appear at first sight to the unenquiring. The working and the 
transport costs of the foreign produce so largely exceed the outlay on the 
home mines, and the difference in the amount of the working capital at 
risk is so material, that in the first class home mines the returns are, com-- 
paratively, more profitable than in the richest of the foreign. Atall events, 
such has been the results of past experience. No foreign mines in the 
English market have ever commanded the enormous premiums, on actual 
outlay, which the shares on a good many of the home adventurers have 
fora long time past ensured. fe may be well to remind some correspond- 
ents, who have taken a very strange view of the results of foreign and of 
home mining, that, as a whole, the losses in foreign adventures prepon- 
derate enormously. The Imperial Brazilian, just honourably closed, after 
long-continued losses, is only one amongst a large number, More British 
money is sunk in one of these foreign undertakings than in twenty home 
cost-book companies. Such foreign mining has really proved disastrous 
to British capital, not so much from non-productive fields as from the 
difficulty of ensuring efficient working organisation, and the facilities and 
securities for continuous operations under experienced superintendence, 
without which no mining undertaking, in any quarter of the world, can 
expect to be successful. It is notorious that, within the last twenty years, 
20,000,000/. of British capital has been irretrievably sunk in foreign mines. 
We say this not to deter enterprise, but to advise caution and selection, 
as we did earnestly, but fruitlessly, advise in the days of the Californian 
old mania, It is really a singular feature for remark, that though in 
oreign mining enterprises losses do so greatly preponderate, yet such un- 
dertakings do even still continue to attract British capitalists more readily 
than the most inviting of home projects! One cause for this strange taste, 
or singular prejudice, call it what you will, is the greater pretension, the 
greater formality and importance of organised companies with foreign 
titles, weighty names in the direction, and large subscribed capitals, At 
times when money is abundant these influences are very commanding ; 
capitalists, both large and small, are known to be governed by strange 
impulses Enough of this, however, for the present, lest we should for- 
get the chief object in offering these remarks, namel y—to show that there 
are other than foreign fields—other countries than those governed by 
foreigners, which hold out inviting employment to British capital. 

Australia, Canada, Jamaica, and other colonies offer attractions, but we 
more immediately allude to the Cape of Good Hope, or rather the land of 
South Africa, extending from Cape Town to the Orange River, and be- 
yond, to the fountains of the Fish River, comprising both colonial and 
native-chief holdings. Natal and the Kaffir country lie east of the Cape, 
and the Orange River runs north—nearly 1000 miles intervene. The 
latter country is a mineral—Natal an agricultura) and pastoral district. 
We have before referred to the rich copper discoveries in the colony, and 
our Journal of last week affords further evidence. The 274 tons from the 
Springbok Mine, in Namaqualand, on the Orange River averaged 28 
per cent. of pure copper, and realised the sum of 9362/7, 6s., or 347. 3s, 5d. 
per ton. Richer lots have been received from the same quarter; but 
should the average of the South African copper equal anything like 28 per 
cent., it must be acknowledged as far surpassing all past experience. It 
is more than double the average richness of the celebrated Cobre and Cuba 
Mines, which have heretofore stood No. 1 inthe English market. It may, 
at this moment, be considered as somewhat premature to pronounce de- 
cisively as to the prospects at the Cape, but if such copper be found in 
abundance, as reported, no doubt British capital will soon be directed into 
this inviting channel, for here, at all events, the money spent in explor- 
ing, even should the mining results be less promising than anticipated, 
would not be cast away, but become fruitful in the rearing of new settle- 
ments, which would carry down the British name and language to future 
generations, It appears from the Cape papers that altogether there had 
been 1206 tons of copper ore shipped for England between Aug. and Nov. 
last year. We shall return to this subject on a future occasion, and 
meanwhile, we hear, that a company is in the course of organisation by 
parties who have been engaged in the preparatory arrangements for more 
than two years, and whose experience and connections are such as render 
it likely that a fair trial will be ensured. We shall naturally feel an in- 
terest in the result. 





In the Times of Thursday, a correspondent draws attention to the sys- 
tem of directors in railway companies holding stock in fictitious names, 
and mentions the fact that at least three of the board of the Great Northern 
Railway did so, and that these false accounts are kept to enable the di- 
rectors to traflic in shares, through the agency of a broker, without being 
known, which practice has been attempted to be justified by the sugges- 
tion that it might create alarm, if the directors of a company were known 
to be selling stock. He further points to the advantages to be obtained 
from the private information the directors have access to, and which per- 
sons contracting with them do not possess; and lastly, he asks, will not 
directors who speculate in stock be always considering the effect of these 
measures on the price of stock, instead of the general and permament in- 
terests of the company. 

We have often had occasion to comment upon the method under which 
several public companies have been ushered before the public, and the 
noxious system of allowing directors, promoters, and officials to receive a 
number of free shares, which they thrust, in many instances, on th 
market before a shilling of the capital is subscribed. When the evil of 
this manner of proceeding is pointed out, the general answer is that, if the 
company had not been so pushed, it would have fallen abortive; and per 
sons of this questionable species of morality console themselves with the re- 
flection that the end justifies the means. How frequently do we see flaming 
reports of a large amount of capital paid up, while the names of bankers, 
solicitors, and brokers, are often used against their consent, It is a well 
known fact that there are several persons holding a more than respectable 
position in the City; some of them in the receipt of large competencies, 
who allow themselves to be hired for the consideration of the fees, and the 
money they make by trafficking in shares, having always a priority of in- 
formation, Boards of directors may pass most stringent regulations for 
their own governance; while probably at the time such resolutions may 
be entered on the minute-book, the majority of the members are devising 
plans how they may evade the laws they have just enacted. Directors arc 
but fallible men, and though there are no doubt amongst them persons of 
the highest integrity, yet very many black sheep have been detected in 
their ranks. In our opinion, it will be impossible to fix any rules which 
will not be broken, hat is required is that a stricter and more constant 
supervision of the officials should be exercised, and greater honour at the 
head of affairs. Directors and servants should be restrained as much as 
possible from trafficking in the stock, and, when discovered, it should be 
disqualification for the one, and dismissal to the other. 

ontractors will read with interest the judgment given by the Tribunal 
of Commerce, in Paris, against Messrs. Fox, Hexperson, and Co, In 
December last an action was brought against these gentlemen by the di- 
rectors of the Docks Napoleon for the recovery of 4,000,000 fr. worth of 
shares, on the ground that they had been obtained by fraud, in conjune- 
tion with the late acting directors; while Fox and  Romenatond on their 
part, gave notice of counter-action to the company for 2,000,000 fr. da- 
mages for non-fulfilment of agreement. It was stated that Messrs. Fox 
and Henperson had contracted to construct the Docks Napoleon for 


company, and secretly bound themselves to remit 1,800,000 fr. as com- 

mission; and, at the same time, an ostensible subscription of 4,000,000 fr. 

worth of shares, not liable to calls, was merely made to facilitate obtain- 

ing from competent authorities the sanction of the by-laws of the com- 

pany. It appears that 32,000 paid-up shares of 125 fr. each, which were 

to have formed the price of one-sixth of the works, were given to F ox, 
Henpeason, and Co., they returning to the old directors 14,000 shares, 

of the value of 1,800,000 fr., in payment of the commission stipulated for 
the advantage of the grantee. The Tribunal, in delivering judgment, 
stated the contract was null, void, and of no effect, as it was stained with 
fraud (entaché de fraude) ; that both they and the directors were culpable, 
and ordered Fox and Henperson to restore the 32,000 shares, or the 
value of them (4,000,000 fr.) within a fortnight from the date of the sig- 
nification of the judgment, under the pains and penalties of the law, even 
to imprisonment, while their counter-action of 2,000,000 fr, is disallowed. 
The above is a brief outline of the leading facts of the case: we forbear 
to make any invidious comments, but we do assume it to be a matter of 
deep regret that a firm holding such a position as that of Messrs. Fox, 
Henverson, and Co., should have its good name branded by a foreign 
tribunal as stained with fraud. 





In our last week’s Journal we urged the expediency of forming a tri- 
bunal of mining, upon such of our readers whose interests were in any 
way involved in the prosperity of mining enterprise ; we then informed 
them of the intended meeting of a Mercantile Law Conference, and pointed 
out the great advantages that mining enterprise would gain by sending a 
delegate to the conference, in order to advocate its claims. We are still 
rofoundly impressed with the almost absolute necessity of such a course, 
in order to counteract the general notion that mining enterprise is not 
labouring under special disadvantages. 

A tribunal of mining, such as we propose and recommend, should not 
be founded from selfish or class feelings, but upon general and liberal 
views, and for the good of ‘One and all,” Its objects should be—** The 
protection of the general interests of mining enterprise ; the collection of 
information, and the watching of bills in Parliament relative thereto ; the 
obtaining the removal of grievances; and the communicating with the 
public authorities on all subjects affecting miners, mines, and minerals.” 
Such are what we consider, on a hasty reflection, should be the objects of 
our suggested tribunal, which, we may remark, are based upon and similar 
to those of many of our most influential and successful trading associations, 
Such an association, notwithstanding it would, by general consent, as- 
sume the guardianship of mining enterprise, can be instituted without the 
smallest pecuniary liability to its promoters, and as it would not be formed 
for the purpose of gain to its members, though amounting to more than 
20, would not require incorporation under the Joint-Stock Companies 
Act, 1856, or in any other manner. In form and in substance it would 
be a purely protective association, fostering mining enterprise in all its 
extensive relations. 

Since we first began to agitate this subject our readers have had a good 
practical proof of the value of kindred associations, for the purpose of pro- 
tecting trade. We refer to the case of Kinasrorp v. Merry; thus, if 
Mr, Merry had not been backed by all the chambers and tribunals of 
commerce of this kingdom, he must as a private individual have succumbed 
to the adverse judgment of a Court of Error; but, as it is, that case will be 
fought with the purses of a crowd of merchant princes, for the sake of the 
principle which it involves, so that whilst the law will be placed on a sound 
footing, also Mr. Merry will be saved from ruin. So, in like manner, a tri- 
bunal of mining might be made the means, under a wise direction, of de- 
veloping a good, convenient, and practical system of law for the govern- 
ment of mining enterprise, and also be found a most convenient institution 
for numberless other purposes. We now leave the subject to the consi- 
deration of our readers, in the hope that our suggestions may be acted 
upon, and a TrtpuNnaL or Mintno be forthwith instituted, 





THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL, ] 

Jan, 29.—It is a very gratifying circumstance to the miners tofind that 

the smelters have again raised the price of fine copper, for there was rea- 

son to believe that they would not long be satisfied with the small amount 
of about 127, per ton as their allowance for returning charges and profits. 
It was thought by some that the standard would not long maintain its 
present high position; but in my letter dated Jan. 7, I expressed a con- 

trary opinion, and inferred, from the circumstances of the copper trade, 
“that the smelters would bring their profits up to the usual amount by 
advancing the prices of sheathing, tile, and cake copper,” and not by de- 
preciating the standard of the miner. The result shows the inference to 
have been a correct one, Cake copper has been advanced to 135/., arise 
of 92. per ton, and thus the smelters’ allowance, which they make to them- 
selves for charges attendant on smelting, and for profits, has been increased 
from 11/. 12s, per ton to 20/, 12s, per ton, Now 20/. 12s, for returning 
charges and profits on —- each ton of copper seems a large sum, and 
it may be fairly submitted to these gentlemen (the smelters) whether, with 
cake copper at 135/. per ton, they cannot afford the miners even a little 
higher standard thar they are now giving them, It is true the present 
standard is a very good one, and there is no grumbling heard against it, 
but still, if the smelters would earn for themselves a character for fairness, 
as they have hitherto gained for themselves the very reverse, they will 
perhaps be so kind as to be ‘‘ just as well as generous,” and give the miners 
a small portion of the advantage which they (the smelters) will derive 
from the rise last week of cake copper to 134/. per ton, 

There was a very slight advance in the standard last week (Jan. 22), ag 
compared with the preceding sale on Jan. 8. At the sale last week the 
price of ore copper, was 114/. 8s, 3d.; on Jan. 8, 114/. 7s. 10d., a differ- 
once scarcely appreciable, but still enough to show the firm tendency of 
the copper standard. Indeed, the result of last week’s sale was beyond 
the expectation of many, as it has generally been observed that the third 
sale in the month, of Devon Consols and other eastern ores, is at a lesa 
standard than the first, second, and fourth sales. The reason of the stand 
ard being maintained so high last week was afterwards evident, when it 
became known that the prices of fine copper descriptions had been ad- 
vanced, as above stated. It is reasonably believed that the miners may © 
now look forward to a firm standard at present rates, if not higher; and 
in this case the copper mines of Cornwall and Devon will be bencfited 
to a degree which has not been paralleled for very many years past, 

It may be observed that the rise last week of fine copper to such an ex- 
traordinary price is attributed partly to the falling off in the supply of 
ores, particularly at the Swansea sales, where the smelters have lately 
given high prices, and partly to the great demand for copper for manus 
factures—mostly for home consumption, thus indicating the prosperous 
condition of the great body of the nation, notwithstanding the pressure 
of income- tax and other imposts. The accounts from the manufacturing 
districts show that the metal trade is unusually active for the present sea- 
son; as much so, indeed, as it frequently is in the spring. Under these 
circumstances the smelters raise the price of copper; and besides that, it 
is pretty well known that they have not lately been acting in such perfect 
concord as they have generally done. But if a firm or two occasionally 
prove restive, and fail to meet “* engagements” with the body, the greater 
capitalists can find the means of inflicting punishment, if even to their 
own injury for a time, which they do not care for, so that they are en« 
abled to bring about a more implicit acquiescence, and more perfect com- 
bination of “ one and all’’ in future operations. 

The miners very much wish to see more competition in the smelting 
trade ; and if reports prove correct, there is likely very soon to be another 
smelting firm in action. 

I mentioned above that the standard made only a very slight advance 
last week ; at the same time, if we compare it with the third sale in the 
receding month (Dec.), we shall see that the improvement is very con- 
siderable, The standard, &c., at the two periods were as follows :—

For much improvement in the money market we shall probably have to 
wait a few months; but whenever it occurs, a large increase in mining 
business will undoubtedly be realised. 

A good amount of business has been done in the share market during 
the past week. Wheal Basset shares have been in some demand, and have 
risen to 305/. and 310/, The next sale will be a good one, 603 tons; and 
as the mine has improved, the high standard will enable the dividends to 
be increased. South Frances shares are quoted about 3207. These two 
mines, with about 20 others, are quoted in the Stock Exchange official 
list, but there seems no reason why the shares of many other companies 
should not also be included in the list; probably the committee of the 
Stock Exchange will gradually add to the number of their quotations. 
Alfred Consols is looking very well in the levels east of Davey’s shaft ; 
the price of shares is about 203/.; Great Alfred, 104/. East Pool, next 
sale will be a large one, 502 tons, and the mine having improved, shares 
have very considerably advanced. Great South Tolgus is increasing sam- 
plings, and likely to bea fine property. The improvement in West Bas- 
set has caused shares to advance to 34/, and 357. West Frances has sold 
at about 36/.; Rosewarne, 38/. to 402. North Crofty sales very encourag- 
ing; shares, 7/., and upwards, Rosewarne and Herland, a very promis- 
ing young mine, about 104. per share. There have been enquiries for 
North Frances shares at 114/.,andupwards, Wh. Margery, 32/. South 
Garras has fallen to 227. Wheal Cupid is reported to be looking very 
promising at Daxey's engine-shaft.

Mining has much revived in this parish, which was formerly the great 
mining district of the country, but of late years has been almost deserted 
for the more prolific neighbourhood of the Buller and Basset Mines, It 
is believed there will be again some good copper as well as tin mines in 
St. Agnes. Wendron Consols is doing well, and shares have sold at 40/., 
and upwards; this is undoubtedly a fine district for tin. The lead miners 
are hoping for a further rise in the price of lead, of which there appears 
some indications, East Wheal Rose is stated to have somewhat improved 
of late; and some of the lead mines inthe east of the county are reported 
to be doing very well. 





REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, ann LANCASHIRE. 


[Prom OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTESFIELD.) 

Jan. 29.—The Iron Trade during the past week has been firm, and its 
future prospects are satisfactory and encouraging. The demand for rails 
has been very brisk, and plates for shipbuilding have been in much re- 
quest. There is a good demand, too, for merchant iron generally. The 
demand for the continent is very large, but the want of sufficient tonnage 
is operating prejudicially to the foreign trade. The shipments for the 
past week, indicate a decrease of 4709 tons, being only 5067 tons, against 
9776 tons for the corresponding week of last year. The latest advices 
from America are favourable, and of considerable importance to the trade 
in this country. The new American tariffs, which are under the con- 
sideration of the House of Representatives, are said to be very favour- 
able to the reduction of the import duty on iron, particularly to rails of 
of British manufacture. During last year there were manufactured in 
the United States 82,107 tons of rails, whilst the annual production of 
manufactured iron was about 1,000,000 tons, The duty paid upon rail- 
way iron in the States during the last ten years, has been $14,000,000, or 
about as much as was paid upon all other descriptions of English manu- 
factures, The rapid extension of railways in America, has given rise to 
the adoption of vigorous efforts in America, by those interested in rail- 
ways, to induce the House of Representatives to admit rails into America 
ou very reasonable terms. Io the belief that a considerable reduction 
would be made, a large number of orders argived by the Persia; and as 
stocks are known to be low, there will be an active demand for iron from 
America. There are several other circumstances which will add to the 
impetus, already taking place in the present healthy state of the iron 
trade. The sanction given by the Turkish government to the railway, 
which is to connect the Lower Danube with the Archipelago, will also 
create a large demand for iron, The spring orders for Canada and the 
North of Europe, are expected weekly. The Australian demand is not 
large, and shipments to that country are conducted with caution. The 
demand for Scotch pig iron is only moderate, and in South Yorkshire 
the Scotch make has been superseded to a great extent, by the importation 
of pig-iron from the Cleveland district, which has rapidly increased of 
late, the production from that district being estimated at 2000 tons per 
week. Several Yorkshire houses are now actively engaged in the con- 
struction of rails and plates of large dimensions, which are being shipped 
to Liverpool and London. 

The Coal Trade continues in an active state, and a considerable impetus 
will be given to it from the South Yorkshire district, as soon as the in- 
creased tonnage of the Anglo-French Steam Company can be provided. 
The demand for the better descriptions of coal for the metropolitan and 
southern markets has increased. The total amount imported into London

which showed an increase of 110,614 tons 4 ewts., over the importations 
of 1855. The introduction of steam power in the pits to propel the 
wagons underground, is becoming very popular amongst the coalmasters, 
in consequence of the success which has attended the experiments made 
during the past fortnight.

| Your editorial pen has been wielded for the last two or three weeks 
in a most excellent cause, and the able and truth-telling articles which

| in awakening slackened zeal, and in promulgating doctrines, the ortho- 
| doxy of which, being fully admitted, you may depend on receiving uni- 
| versal support. If the opinions urged by Mr. Hosking, as alluded to in 
your last Journal be found correct, it follows, that Irish mineralogy must 
| assume a new character, and the advocates of foreign schemes will not 
| get many proselytes, while a country so pregnant in mineral wealth lies 
}so near at hand. Failures in mining have no doubt often taken place in 
| Ireland, but such failures have not proceeded from any other causes than 
ignorance, or wilful mismanagement on the part of those engaged in such 
| operations, And we find, that whenever skill has been properly directed, 
and its results perseveringly followed up, that there has been almost uni- 
form success, Certain plans for bringing the localities of mineral wealth 
in Ireland more prominently under the public notice, and under the eyes 
| of your English capitalists will shortly be matured, and when they emerge 
| from the state of embryo in which they are, I trust they may meet with 
, extended support and approval; it is quite necessary that some steps 
| should be taken to effect such a desirable object, as there is at present no 
|medium for bringing English capitalists aud the possessors of mineral 
| rights, in direct communication. 

The want of an abundant supply of bituminous coal in Ireland, must 
be, and is, regarded as a considerable drawback to industrial progress in 
| Treland; whenever discoveries of fresh indications are made, we must 
| look upon such with great satisfaction, and I find that Mr. Lisabé, the 
celebrated mineral engineer, has in some further searches on Mr. Shirley’s 
property in Monaghan, found highly bituminous shale, and which he ex- 
pects will lead to some good results—however, his investigations have 
not far proceeded as yet—this fact bears contrary evidence to the opinion 
generally entertained by scientific men, who have believed that coal did 
not exist in Monaghan.

Unfortunately, I learn that Mr. Robt. Stephenson, M.P., is not at pre-

lity, for the inspection of those desirous of seeing them, in order that 
those competent to form an opinion may have an opportunity of judging 
for themselves, before advancing money, as there is no desire, on the part 
of the promoters, to take the public by surprise, but rather to introduce 
a different principle from that too frequently prevalent in Joint-Stock 
companies, I see by your Journal that Mr. Chales Lenz, of Vienna, will 
shortly be in London; he could publish his opinion as to whether the

Like your correspondent “H. G. C.,” I could point out the 
great difference in the amount of profits which the shareholders would 
realise, according as they embarked in an undertaking, where a vast capi- 
tal was expended in purchasing mines, or where a perpetual lease at a 
moderate royalty was obtained. If it would not be trespassing too much 
on your space, in my next I would show some striking facts by figures, 
as figures are conclusive. 





IMPROVEMENTS IN OPERATING UPON METALLIFE ROUS 
ORES, &e, 
[PROM A CORRESPONDENT. } 

We continue the subject of Mr. Bursill’s inventions by a description of 
his patented methods for smelting, and for the roasting of arsenical ores, 
sulphurets, &c, 

His improvements in operations, either during or immediately subse- 
quent to smelting, consist ia the employment for the purpose of fluxing 
tthe ore, of either potash or soda in excess, or so proportioned es to lead 
to the formation of a slag that is soluble in water, or with less difficulty 
ahan that commonly made in the larger operations for the smelting of gold 
find silver ores (still less of other metals), the use of potash and soda as 
tuxes having been hitherto in a great measure precluded on account of 
their expense. } 

This slag he causes to be precipitated into any suitable fluid from which 
the potash or soda may be afterwards recoverable, by first throwing down 
any contained silica, alumina, or other impurities; then drawing off the 
supernatant liquor, and evaporating in the ordinary manner. 

The silica, &c., he either throws down by carbonic acid gas (the advan- 
tage of which is described in a former patent, when used for purifying a 
ley), or he causes it to be precipitated by aid of chalk or of lime, and so 
obtains products that are useful as manures, &c, 

This plan is identical, or very nearly so, as our readers will not fail to 
perceive, with that with which the Melbourne papers have been go lately 
vecupied, and extracts from which, headed ‘Solution of Quartz,” ap- 
peared in our own columns only a month ago, as well as in those of the 
Times, The merit of the discovery having been attributed by our country- 
men in Australia, it seems, to the Count Dembinsky; but Mr. Bursill is 
undoubtedly the original projector of this plan, and it should be known 
in future as Bursill’s process, having been patented by him as far back 
as January, 1854. 

Mr Bursill goes further than the Count (who speaks only of the em- 
ployment of soda), since, in addition to either soda or potash, he employs, 
when readily procurable, certain varictics either of felspar or other mine- 
rals, containing, naturally, so large a percentage of potash or soda as to 
give to them a tendency to melt per se —that is, when heat is applied ; and 
this combination of materials, he also uses in such proportions for fluxing 
the ore as shall have the effeet of producing a readily soluble slag, the 
advantage being that, not only the potash or soda originally introduced, 
but that of the mineral used in conjunction therewith, is also recoverable 
by such means, rendering the operation of smelting, with the use of the 
more valuable description of fluxes, comparatively inexpensive, which is 
the object he desires to attain, 

Potash supplied from the ashes of wood employed for fuel (as must fre- 
quently be the case in Australia and California) may, under this method 
of operation it is considered, be advantageously employed as a flux, and 
30 rendered subservient to the process of smelting, not merely to the ex- 
tent of compensating for any waste incurred, but of furnishing a large 
amount of potash for sale. 

For the roasting of arsenical ores, sulphurets, &c., independent of the 
use of reverberatory furnaces, he occasionally operates by aid of close 
vessels or retorts conducting the volatile products through a pipe or pipes, 
into a vessel or vessels filled with a fluid suitable for promoting conden- 
sation, and which solution or fluid (or it may be gas) is, of course adapted 
to the particular circumstancés of the case, according to the description of 
product that is required to be obtained. ; 

The vessel containing the ore or mineral that is to be wholly or in part 
sublimed, may either be set immediately over the furnace, or it may be 
apart therefrom, in either of which cases, however, he exposes the mine- 
ral to be operated upon under suitable arrangements, as at a particular 
stage of the roasting, for example; or as under pressure, when advisable, 
to the effects of a blast or current of atmospheric air previously heated to 
the temperature required for effecting volatilisation ; and it is to the fa- 
cilities afforded by this method of operation fur varying the temperature 
of the air so applied, and the force of which is under control, or can be 
cheeked at any moment, agreeably to that at which its oxygen is known 
to combine with any given substance in the ore (in addition to the vari- 
ons solutions or fluids, &c., that may be employed for condensation) ; that 
the advantage of this system may be attributed of affording, as it does, so 
great a range for the manufacture of different products. 

He doves not confine himself to the use of the atmospheric air, but some- 





times employs other gasea calculated to effect deoxidisation if required, 
| Specific arrangements are described for preventing the formation of a 
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sulphide or matte, amongst which is the use of properly selected pumice, 
broken into moderately small pieces, and which, from its porosity and 
lightness, is idered to peculiar advantages, one of which is, 
that it can easily be separated from the metallic oxides when they are 
thrown into the water, previous to effecting mercurial amalgamation as 
it floats on the surface, and ean, therefore, be collected and used over 
again, Arrangements are also described for promoting the effecte derived 
to be produced within tae chambers for condensation as well as for bring- 
ing the ore, or mineral within the roasting vessel, into intimate contact 
with the heated air, and for regulating the escape of the latter when work- 
ing under pressure. 











EXPERIMENTS WITH BESSEMER’S IRON PROCESS. 
The following accounts are taken from the Official Report of a paper 


* read by Dr. Stevenson Macadam, F.R.S.E., at the Royal Scottish Society 
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of Arts:—“ Several experiments have been recently undertaken on the 
large scale at the Dundyvan Ironworks and Coats Mallcable Ironworks, 
near Glasgow. The furnace employed at Dundyvan was composed of 
iron, lined with fire clay, and it was charged with 13 cwts. 1 qr. and 8 lbs. 
of No. 2 pig-iron, whilst the air (cold blast) was forced in under a pres- 
sure of 15 1bs. on the square inch, The iron commenced to boil imme- 
diately, followed by sparks and flame, and the production of much slag 
or cinder, which caused the furnace to overflow occasionally, The blast 
was continued for 89 minutes, during which time the scintillations, jets 
of flame, and slag, continued to be evolved. The furnace was tapped, 
and the iron run into moulds. The quantity of metal found in the moulds 
was only 3 cwts, 2 qrs. 2 lbs., which, added to that thrown out during 
the operations, 1 cwt. 3 qrs. 12 lbs., gives 5 cwts, 2 qrs. 14 lbs, as the 
entire weight of pure iron obtained from the experiment. It may be 
mentioned that, after half an hour, the pressure of air gradually de- 
creased to 5 lbs., owing to the enlargement of the mouths of the tuyeres, 
but the latter preasure was still found sufficient to penetrate the molten 
mass. The time employed in this experiment was unnecessarily long, 
and undoubtedly was the cause of so much of the iron being burned 
away. The loss was nearly two-thirds of the original amount, being in 


round numbers, 8 parts out of 13, The iron obtained was very crystalline } 


and brittle, and, when attempted to be rolled, at once proved itself to be 
hot short. An attempt was made to anneal this iron, by raising it to a 
red heat, and then very slowly cooling it; as also by keeping the mass 
wt a ved heat for 60 hours, and then lowering the temperature very gra- 
dually ; but both attempts failed in giving other than a highly crystalline 
and brittle product, At Coats Mallcable lronworks, a circular furnace, 
built of fire-brick, was employed, which was charged with 7 cwts. of 
No. 1 pig-iron, The cold blast, under a preasure of 12 lbs. which de- 
creased to 51bs., was forced through the metal for 30 minutes. The usual 
display of sparks, flame, and slag was observed, and the furnace being 
tapped, the iron ran into moulds, The product or bloom was highly 
crystalline and brittle when heated and rolled; as also, when re-heated 
and re-rolled, the rods obtained from the first and second rollings still re- 
tained this crystalline and brittle character. The iron was cold short. 
Another trial was No. 1 pig-iron, subjected to a stream of air for 24 
minutes, gave a similar result; the successive rollings not yielding an 
iron of a tough character, or fibrous texture. It is worthy of consideration 
that the quality of pig iron used in these experiments was ‘No. 1’ at 
Coats, and ‘No. 2’ at Dundyvan, Those varieties are more fusible than 
the others, contain more carbon, command a higher price in the market, 
and are generally used by the founder, and not by the puddler. The 
varieties ‘Nos. 3 and 4’ are generally used in the conversion of pig-iron 
into bar-iron. One trial has been made at Coats on No. 4 pig-iron, but 
in 15 minutes the metal settled down in the furnace; and though it was 
immediately tapped, yet the iron did not run off, and the furnace was 
taken to pieces to liberate its iron prisoner. To a certain extent, the or- 
dinary refinery furnace is the equivalent of the Bessemer furnace, as it 
is quite posrible for all the impuritics contained in pig-iron to be got rid 
of in the refinery furnace, with the single exception of the carbon.

Manvractune or Steer.—Mr. Chenot’s invention, which is at present 
attracting much attention at Paris, consists in the use of an electro-sorting 
machine (clectro-trieuse) to raise the crushed ore to its maximum stan- 
dard of richness; in a system of cementation, or addition of carbon or 
other matters cold, in such a manner that this delicate operation can be 
repeatedly effected in determined and exact proportions, whereby the most 
opposite qualities of steel may be produced with certainty and without 
fear of the different meltings, intended for the same description of steel, 
varying in temper and quality ; andin the compression of the ore after its 
transmutation, and before and after cementation into a sponge. The ore 
reduced intoa sponge was so liable to be affected by heat or humidity that 
it could hardly be kept long enough fit for compression; but in conse- 
quence of the great reduction in volumo of the compressed sponge it is 
worked with an economy of 50 per cent. in fuel and labour in welding, 
melting, &c. ‘The inventor appears to have given practical proof of the 
commercial advantages of his system, and it is added that he sold his 
stecl in some quantity to French manufacturers at prices which more than 
trebled the cost of production without secking the highest relative prices 
of Swedish steel, and could thus continue to supply steel of superior qual- 
ity, not standing him in one-third of the price at which he soldit. B 
this process can be manufactured from Spanish ore, steel which will not 
cost above 32/. per ton, and be superior in quality to that sold in Paris at 
100/. per ton. In a word, the inventor secures these advantages—the 
manufacture of steel in 10 days instead of 40, the possibility of reproduc- 
ing the exact quality of steel desired, and the cost price not to exceed 
ong-third the present price of steel of similar quality. 


Prussian Imvort Duty on Inon.—The movement for the reduction of 
the duty upon iron was originated by a few persons in the east of Prussia, 
in consequence of their feeling the want of cheap iron, but there is but 
little chance of it becoming Jaw, as the influence against the measure is 
considerably stronger than that in its favour. The whole of the southern 
states are against the measure, as are the manufacturers of the greater 
part of Germany. There is little doubt, however, that in a few years, 
when the iron trade shall have been more fully developed, the eastern 
interest may gain their end. 





Quvartz-Crusuinc.—Mr. H. Goodall, Derby, has adapted his Pestle- 
and-Mortar Machine, which has proved to be so succersful for chemical purposes, to 
quartz-crushing, and the slightly modified arrangement of the purte appears calcu- 
lated to render it extremely useful, The machine consists of a large mortar between 
two standards, somewhat similar to the standards of a steam hammer; from the point 
where these meet, tho pestic is suspended, a joint securing the end of the pestie-rod in 
such a manner that whilst it may grind the substances placed in any part of the mortar 
it cannot rotate: the pestle has thus precisely the grinding motion which would be 
given by the hand. Ata short distance above the mortar the standarda are con- 
nected by a plate, upon the ventre of which is fixed a mitred cog-wheel, and the peatle- 
rod passes through a slot therein ; a second mitred cog-wheel communicates with the 
wheel for putting the machine in action, which may be an ordinary fiy-wheel with 
handle attached, or live and dead pullies to communicate with ashaft. The pestle 
may be weighted to any desirable extent, and as it traverses a different surface at 
each revolution, it removes the necessity to keep the articles constantly agitated,
